Each of said plural base stations 

including one or more pre-assigned sectors defining a coverage area of the respective 

base station and wherein one or more of the plural base stations include a smart antenna, 

a method for determining a location of a target mobile appliance comprising the steps of 

determining a serving sector from the pre-assigned sectors in the MSC. The step of 

determining from a database whether the serving sector's base station has a smart 

antenna. The step of scanning antennas elements of the serving sector's base station, 

prior to pattern forming, for the target mobile appliance's signal to determine the actual 

sector serving the mobile appliance and the step of tasking sensors in proximity of actual 

sector to locate the mobile appliance.
